Ottawa. Feb. 21. The budget debate 
lias now been in progress a week, dur¬ 
ing which time every Conservative 
who has spoken has declared time and 
again thut the farmers of Canada are 
prosperous, and hinted that the tunlf 
reform agitation, which is now sweep¬ 
ing throughout the country, is the 
work of the Liberal party.

The first set of petitidhs, 
those relating to tariff reform, were 
signed by 13,[>77 persons and bad this 
memorial: “That the agricultural 
interests of the country are not in ns 
prosperous a condition as we would 
dfielre; that tariff legislation, for the 
purposed assisting the manufacturing 
interests of the country, lias been taken 
I advantage of by such manufacturing

Canada Pacific Railway 
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Not a few Conservatives think the 
wobbling course of Mr. Craig, of East 
Durham with respect to the tariff 
question an exceedingly selfish one. 
He is apparently willing now to reduoe 
the tariff upon everything imported 
into the Dominion except sheepskin 
leather, an article which, by a curious 
coincidence, is manufactured by his 
own firm in Port Hope.

Monster petitions signed by thous¬ 
ands of fanners demanding the aboli¬ 
tion of certain customs taxes and the 
reduction of others were presented to 
parliament yesterday. Those petitions 
are a complete answer to the finance 
minister’s assertions about* the great 
prosperity and contentment existing 
among our agricultural population. 
Cooked statistics will not compensate 
the fanners for the decline in the value 
of farm products, nor pay the heavy 
taxes which Mr. Foster imposes upon 
I them. 

The Gladstoniams captured the 
Unionist seat of Pontefract on the day 
on which Mr. Gladstone outlined his 
plan qfjmme rule; and Friday gave 
thenLJ&Ejr brilliant victery of Hexham, 
the nay on which the bill was read a 
first time. Three seats have now been 
captured by the government, against 
one lost, a not gain of four votes, all 
in England, where an increase in the 
government’s strength is most needed. 
The government will also, there is 
little doubt, take the constituency of 
Stockport, vacant by the death of Mr.

I have been asked and urged, Mr. 
Editor, to deal with these and other 
connate questions in your columns. 
Below in the Mail artiole your readers 
will see my views on the mortgage 
question, and they will probably hear 
from me at first hand on other matters 
of vital interest as I may hav^oppor¬ 
tunity :— 

To tho Editor of tbo Mail: 

Sir,—From a prominent farmer with 
250 acres of land in the North Riding 
of the county of "Wellington, Ont., I 
have received a letter in which he 
says:—“I have read with much satis¬ 
faction the series of able letiers you 
have been kind enough to send to The 
Mail from time to time, and I should 
like to see you handle the subject of 
farm mortgages and how they can be 
lifted off the farms by a reduction or 
cheapening of the rate of interest, as 
it is my opinion that that process is 
the only way it can be done.” 

This is no doubt the most vital and 
important question immediately facing 
the farmers to-day—how to lift the 
mortgages from their farms. I can¬ 
not agree with my (personally un¬ 
known^ correspondent that “t^e only 
way it can be done” is to reduce or 
cheapen the rate of interest. Were the 
interests mortgages reduced now to 
1 per cent the farmers could not extri¬ 
cate themselves under the present con¬ 
ditions, and under the present system. 


let him get.into some other field and 
try his legs there. If the farmer can’t 
stand alone, with a fair chance, let 
him, too, go to the wall. If the man¬ 
ufacturer on his own ground is not 
willing to supply me the same quality 
of products as cheap as the foreigner, 
who has to pay freight, eto., to get 
them here, something is wrong with 
the manufacturer. Something is rotten 
in his little Denmark. One of two 
things is certain and true of him. 
Either he is asking too maoh for his 
goods, or he is the wrong man in the 
wrong place. Am I to suffer ig either 
case? If he is a round man in a 
square hole, who’s to blame ? Am I 
to be drafted into service nolens-volens 
to help to force a Square peg ipto a 
round hole ? Or, if he fits nicely, and 
being “greased” slips in easily, has he 
any right to bleed me from his vantage 
ground? Has the Government the 
right to give him the lancet and fell 
him to proceed to business? If, then, 
I exercise a natural right of self-pres¬ 
ervation nnd draw my revolver to 
resist the spurious and usurped, though 
legal, right (?) of the lancet, what 
then? If that is not just how the 
matter stands will "our friends, the 
enemy,” tell ns just how it does stand? 
As soon as the farmers generally get 
to see clearly through this business it 
will Have to be righted or there will 
be trouble in the enemy’s camp. The 
farmers aiid mechanics cannot all leave 
the country, A prominent public man 
mrote me the ottier day to this effect 
“There is no danger of revolution in a 
country where the people can, if they 
like, get on a train any day, or twice 
a day, and by a few hours’ ride get 
out of a country they do not like.”

FARM MORTGAGES. 

1I0W TO LIFT THEM. 

To the Editor of tho Express : 

Dear Sir,—Perhaps you may find 
room for the following communication 
on the above subject, which appeared 
in The Mail of Monday, 13th inst., and 
also in tho Weekly. The subject is 
doubtless one of deep concern to many 
readers of the Express as the farmers 
of til is county, like tlioso of many 
other counties of Ontario, are heavily 
mortgaged. According to a certain, 
genial, well-preserved, voluble citizen 
of Napanee, who does little else than 
look after mortgages and notes, and 
politics, and Tory politicians, and the 
“exodus,” and all that,*—according to 
him the Beaver readers are in still 
greater need of tho advice given below 
than the Express readers, and I would 
therefore, suggest to your contempor¬ 
ary across the street that he give them 
the benefit of the article. Tho worthy 
citizen aforesaid avers emphatically 
that in a given stretch of road in any 
direction from our county town—or 
take it h© says, from “Asselstine’s 
hill” in the north, down through Nap¬ 
anee to Bath in the south, a distance 
cf about 25 miles—by taking them all 
as they come along the road, there is 
not, he says, one Tory in ten who owns 
and lives on a farm of 100 acres clear 
of the inevitable mortgage; and still, 
he says, “they vote for Wilson every 
time,” and Wilson votes for the Gov¬ 
ernment every time and the Govern¬ 
ment keeps its heel on their necks right 
along, and, according to Foster, in¬ 
tends to continue to keep it there. 
Now, I do not myself assert this for a 
fact, Mr. Editor, (that is, the “one in 
ten”) as 1 don’t know whether it is so 
or not— I hope not- but the citizen 
referred to says and declares it is so 
and he can prove it. Let us hope he 
is mistaken. One thing I do know, 
however, and that is that Grit and 
Tory (as well as inen like myself who 
are neither Grit nor Tory, but have to 
suffer all the same) are mortgaged right 
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increase the farmer's ability to pay 
both principal and interest. Herein 
lies the secret. Only give the farmer 
a fair chance, and he will shake off 
the mortgages, though the interest 
were increased 60 per cent. What the 
tariffs and the combines now unjustly 
wring out of him would pay his in¬ 
terest, and what he is paying for in- 
teTest on the mortgage could go to¬ 
wards the liquidation of the principal. 
From the farmers, in their desperate 
straits, there comes now and' then a 
proposition- that the Government 
should Wp them out by loaning them 
money at a low Tate of interest. I am 
utterly and forever opposed to that. 
It is a bad principle, and would be a 
bad precedent. It is the principle of 
protection which is morally rotten 
and economically unsound. It would 
be a special favor extended to farmers. 
But they don’t want any special 
favors; they want only their rights. 
And these rights granted would be 
worth m. re to them than any such 
special favors. And such a favor 
granted would constitute an excellent 
and convenient pretext for withhold¬ 
ing their rights. What are these 
rights ? Freedom to buy what he 
needs in the cheapest market, where- 
ever he likes, without let or hindrance; 
freedom to sell what he produces 
wherever he likes, to the best advan¬ 
tage, without let or hindrance; free¬ 
dom to keep the proceeds of his labor 
in his own pocket instead of being 
forced to part with a large proportion 
of it to fill up the'pockets of the mon¬ 
opolists and pofiticians, Ministers and 
Governors. These are some of the 
elementary and natural rights of man, 
and if the farmer is really a man, and 
not merely a “a boast of burden,” he 
ought, I should think, to come in for 
some of these rights. The farmer 
feeds the world. Let the farmer 
“striko work” for a while and tho 
world starves. It seems to me, then, 
that if there are any good things 
going in this life, the farmer -the 
original producer of them—ought to 
get a fair share of them. This, how¬ 
ever, he does not get. Let alone get¬ 
ting special favors from Government, 
even his natural rights are taken from 
him. How long is this to last ? How 
long are the farmers going to permit 
it to last ? No Government has the 
right to specially protect or favor any 
one class of citizens. No Government 
has the right to enrich one citizen at 
the expense of another. No Govern¬ 
ment has the right to tax one citizen 
higher than another, either for “bood- 
ling” purposes or any other purpose, 
either for corrupt government or legiti¬ 
mate government. But this is exactly 
wnat is done in Canada to-day and 
this is the chief cause of the farm 
mortgages. The producer is taxed 
higher than the non-producer—is taxed 
indeed for his special benefit. The 
useful citizen is opposed, while the 
useless citizen is fed and favored at 
the other’s expense. The absurd 
answer is that certain industries— 
“infant industries” (always remaining 
infants)—ought to bo encouraged— 
‘ ‘protected.” Certainly encourage 
them aud protect them, but not at my 
expense. Why not encourage and 
“protect” me at their expense ? There 
would be more justice and more sense 
in it, for this is an agricultural 
country, and is the agriculturist to 
play second fiddle for the manufac¬ 
turer and let him take all the pay for 
the piping? That is the exact size of 
the situation. Canada could get along 
very well without any of those manu¬ 
facturers who want special protection, 
but Canada could not get along at all 
without the agriculturists. Which 
class then, is the more deserving of 
protection ? Neither ought to ask any 
or get any further than protection in 
their natural rights aud liberties as 
citizens, and we have just seen what 
some of these are. If the manufac¬ 
turer can’t stand alone in an onen field 


ana tneir rignts n neeas Dei uesiaes, 
they don’t dislike the country ; but 
they dislike injustice and oppression, 
and hate tyranny. The young men. 
unencumbered with land* and mort¬ 
gages, can get out aud do get out. But 
the older men, wlflj their wiveg.and 
lands* and homes, and mortgages on 
the homes, have to stay and want to 
stay. They are not anxious to leave 
the old homesteads. They do not care 
to leave their native country. They 
are the true patriots, if there are any. 
They are the loyal men and women of 
this country, if there are any. The 
rebels are those who are shouting 
loyalty and flaunting the “old flag,” 
and driving the loyal citizens off. The 
“traitors” are those who, preaching 
patriotism, oppress the people and 
crowd them overboard. 

I say, then, to the farmers of this 
country, ask no favors of Government 
in cheap loans or anything else. Ac¬ 
cept no favors from Government. 
When you ask for free corn, or free 
coal oil, or free sugar, or free- imple¬ 
ments, that is, free from an unjust tax, 
do not ask them as favors, but demand 
them as rights! Do not be either 
bribed or bamboozled. We cau ltft 
our mortgages when we get our rights 
without any special assistance from 
any quarter. We don’t need to be 
brought “out of the hot houses” to get 
used to tho open air (as Mr. McCarthy 
recommends for the “infant industries”) 
We have always been in the open. 
We can stand the worst blast nature 
gives. We have no quarrel with her. 
She has been generous. We have the 
best soil, best climate, the best country 
under tho sun; but get worse treat¬ 
ment than the “bone and sinew” of any 
country this side of Russia. 

I repeat, not only to iny fartner., 
friend in the West, but to all farmers, 
that the way to “cheapen interest” is 
to increase the farmers’ ability to pay 
interest. The way to lift the mort¬ 
gages is to get the tax lifted off your 
backs. And the way to get the tax off 
your backs is to vote it off. You have 
the power, and if you fail to usJB il it is, 
at least partly, your own fault—not 
altogether, however, for you are not 
permitted to express yourselves freely 
at the polls. The Government of Can 
ada to-day is to all intents and pur 
poses a Government of the majority by 
the minority.

P.S.—We are told by the “pros¬ 
perous” people and their subsidized 
organs that in the first place there are 
no farm mortgages to speak of; and, 
in the second place, if there are they 
are diminishing in number, .and are 
less to-day than a few years ago. 
That the mortgages are diminishing 
in number is, 1 have no doubt, true; 
but, like some of Lord Stanley’s figures 
at the banquet, when the fact is pro¬ 
perly interpreted, it means something 
else. Why are the mortgages dimin 
ishing in numbers? What does i* 
mean ? It means, not that they are 
being lifted and paid off, but that in 
default of payment they a*e being 
rapidly foreclosed, and the lands are 
falling into the hands of the mortagees 
and the loan companies. Certainly 
the farm mortages are growing loss of 
late, for not only are the lands passing 
out of the hands of the owners to the 
money lenders, but the depreciation 
has been so great (30 to 50 per cent, in 
12 years) on the lands that it is hard 
for the farmer now to get money on 
his “real estate.” Remember, reader, 
that that is one of the signs of “pros¬ 
perity” in this young country ! A.P.

SEVERE FROSTS AND BLIZZARDS ALL 
OVER ONTARIO. 


Iho Trnlnmen Were Out in the Cold, 
fiuro Enough—A Snow Plow nt Totten¬ 
ham Wrecked Itself and n Locomotive 
Tlmt Wat rushing It. 

Toronto, Feb. 21.— Despatches from all 
over Ontario report a severe frost and bliz- 
eard on Sunday night. The train service 
was more or less disorganized. 

*A SNOW PLOW OVER. 

It Wrecked Itm-lf mid n Locomotive—No 
One Killed. 

Tottenham, Ont., Feb. 21.—At 2 o’clock 
a snow plow and two engines were com¬ 
pletely wrecked on llie H. and N.W. div., 
caused by the plow leaving tlm truck. The 
train was pushing its way through a heavy 
cut five miles south of Hus town when tho 
rails spread, causing the plow to roll over, 
when it was immediately thrown 
olT the track. The engine immediately 
behind was literally smashed into atoms. 
The rear engine was not so badly damaged. 

A special train conveyed Drs. W. II. 
Wright of Tottenham mid Cholfey of Bos¬ 
ton to the scene, when it wus found four 
men were injured slightly, none seriously. 
How the engiiitfis and firemen escaped' 
without being killed is a mystery. It is 
expected trallic will be resumed early to¬ 
morrow. 


IN SETTLING STRIKES. 

Munitions of War Arc (junirnlly Ilandy 
In tilt* ITnliud states 

I’lTTSRfHc, Feb. 21.—A serious riot oc¬ 
curred yesterday nt tho Catsburg Coal 
Co.’s mine in Monongahela City between 
the strikers and non-union miners. Over 
100 shots were exchanged, but no ono was 
injured. 

The tniue has been in partial operation 
with negroes for several weeks, and the 
strikers have become discouraged. This 
morning 150 strikers—Italians, Hungarians 
and Frenchmen—assembled at the innuih 
of tho pit, and when the negro miners,num- 
boring 60 men, appeared for work the strik¬ 
ers drew their guns and revolvers and open¬ 
ed fire upon them. 

Most of the negroes were armed 
and the fire was returned. For a 
few minutes there was a perfect 
fusilsde. The negroes being outnumbered 


GEN. BEAUREGARD DEAD. 

He Commanded the Poreee Tlmt Fired 
the Flret Shot ot the Civil War. 

New Orleans, fcb. 21.—Gen. (JTt. 
Beauregard died st lus residence in this 
city at 10.30 o’clock Jast night. 

He was born at New Orleans in 1817 
and graduated at West Point in 1838. For 
distinguished ser¬ 
vices in the Moxican 
War he was made a 
brevet captain. In 
January, 1861, he was 
given the position of 
superintendent of 
West Point, but re¬ 
signed it in a mouth 
to enter the Con¬ 
federate sei vice. 

He commanded the 
forces that fired the 
first shot. of the 
Civil War «t Fort Hiuhtor, and was prac¬ 
tically in command at the first important 
engagement—Bull’s Run—and where the 
Southerners won a splendid victory. 

After the death of A. S. Johnston he 
commanded at Shiloh, where he suffered 
defeat at the hands of Grant, and in ’63 he 
held Charleston for a year against attacks 
by land and naval forcee. 

His last service was an unsuccessful at¬ 
tempt to block Sherman’s march to the sea. 
It is to be regretlei that his later years 
were disgraced by accepting office in the 
great Louisiana Lottery. 

THE HAWAIIAN QUESTION. 

Tho Leading Democratic Organ of the 
U. f*. Swnllows England's HlufT. 

New York, Feb. 21.—Tho World says 
editorially: 

There is already much discussion in 
naval circles in regard to the fortification 
of Hawaii. Two hundred 'and fifty thou¬ 
sand dollars were appropriated at tho last 
session of Congress for tho improvement of 
Pearl Harbor, anti soon a much larger ap¬ 
propriation will be asked for. 

It will be almost impossible, however, for 
us to fortify the islands so as adequately to 
protect them jpi the event of war with any 
one of the four or fivo leading naval powers. 
The London Spectator describes tho situa¬ 
tion so far as England is concerned. "We 
could capture the islands,” it says, “if 
necessary, in tho event of war, and in time 
of peaco Honolula, as an American city, 
would be just as convenient a port of call 
as it has boen under the government .of the 
native dynasty.”

THE BUDGET DEBATE STILL DRAW¬ 
ING ON ORATORS. 


Thu Frlvllege of (he lmllot to be Extended 
to iho Northwest Territories—Supremo 
Court Decisions—A Judge Superonn- 
nte <T. 

Ottawa, Feb. 21.—Tho budget debate 
dragged its weary length along yester¬ 
day afternoon and evening, but interest 
iu it is over, and it is simply u question of a 
few gentlemen on both sidos of the House 
wishing to place on record their particular 
view*. No new or startling argumon(^#re 
being adduced, and none are expected. 
Several members on each side are booked to 
speak, and it is not likely a division will be 
reached before to-night. 

l)r. MacDonald (Huron) resumed the de¬ 
bate ami spoke up to recess, going pretty 
well over all the old ground against the 
National Policy. He pruiscd the Ontario 
system of disposing of timber limits and 
compared it with the policy adopted by the 
Dominion Government, to the disadvantage 
ot the latter. He attacked tho Government 
tor its long-continued imposition of the 
taxes on binder twine and coal oil, and 
pointed out that since the Finance Minister 
had reduced the duty on binder twine the 
price of that article had fallen ono cent a 
pound, while the retail price of coal oil had 
gone down six cents a gallon since the im¬ 
portation of American oil in bulk is per¬ 
mitted. 

This ho claimed as evidence that the 
farmers had been robbed by these excessive 
duties, nnd as showing the justness of the 
claims of the Opposition, that the duty on 
theso articles should be abolished, 
lie denied that the policy of 
the Government developed the in¬ 
dustries of the country, as soinp of 
the manufacturers received too much pro¬ 
tection aud others not enough, and* held 
that the N«tiopal Policy did not increase 
the labor market. 

He touched on the exodus and quoted the 
old figures as to the number of people 
alleged to have' left Canada in the lost 10 
yeais, aud wound up a two-hour speech 
with a review of the returns for last general 
election, by which he endeavored to show 
that owing to the unfairness of the repre¬ 
sentation the Conservative party was able 
to have a much larger representation in the 
House than the number of votee polled for 
it justified.

EDWARD BLAKE.

Mr. Courtuoy expressed the belief that 
Mr. Blake Would in time, reach a position 
in Britain equal to that occupied bv him in 
Canada. • 

The Cinadian’s speech is expected to 
herald Mr. Blrikc's selection as tho man to 
lead the Irish party.

Excitemont In Cuba. 

Madrid, Feb. 21.—Tho Minister of the 
Colonies has received a despatch from 
Roderiguez Aricco, captain-general of Cuba, 
stating that great popular excitement pre¬ 
vails in Santo Domingo in consequence of 
tho concession of tho customs with an ac¬ 
companying grant of land to the Amerioan 
syndicate. 

Gen. Henauex, tho President of Santo 
; Dominge, is fiercely denounced by the 
people and there is every sign of a revo¬ 
lution. A Spanish war vessel has left 
Cuba for Santo Domingo to protect 
Spanish interests. 

Tho excitement among the people of 
Santo Domingo is based on an apprehen¬ 
sion that the concession to the syndicate 
is but a prelude to un attempt by the 
United States upon Dominioan inde¬ 
pendence.

To do so we n^st seriously weaken the de- | 
fences of our seaporta both on the Atlantic 
and Pacific. ^ - 

It seoms therefore that we are asked, in 1 
addition to toyal pensions and an assump¬ 
tion of the Hawaiian debt, to spend largo 
sums for fortifications on islands that would 
fall an easy prey to any of the first-claas 
naval powers. Should wo not havo war 
I there would be no need of annexation, as 
wc already have a coaling aud supply sta¬ 
tion in Pearl Harbor that can witn small 
cost be sufficiently improved to meet all 
the necessities of our commerce. Greater 
absolute rights and privileges on the islands, 
and even a control of them under a protec¬ 
torate, which their position in relation to 
our commerce with China and Japan ren¬ 
ders desirable,can be sefured by treaty. 

But absolute annexation as “an integral 
part of the Union” would involve endless 
‘cost and complications. So far as we can 
sec, this country would derive no material, 
certainly no moral, advantage from owning 
and governing Hawaii. All the advantage 
would be^lerived by Hawaiians aud othef 
inhabitants, who would thus be furnished 
wiyli a stable government, and would gain 
certain commercial advantages by annexa¬ 
tion. There is nothing whaiovor in the 
case to tompt us from the safe traditional 
policy which has been pursued by the Gov¬ 
ernment from its foundation, and which 
may bo considered an unwritten part of our 
Constitution. 

This leaves out of question, too, the fact 
that annexation would involve the final 
overthrow of the native dynasty, with all 
the hereditary rights, both public and per¬ 
sonal, that pertain to it. Such a course eu 
the part of a great nation would neither be 
courageous nor just, and would establish a 
precedent which might some day return to 
torment us. It would also, as a corre¬ 
spondent of The World pointed out yester- | 
day, mako our Monroe doctrine almost as 
ridiculous as the Samoan incident did. 


THE RAGING OHIO. 

The River Is a Racing Flood—Many 
Houses 1‘nrrled Away. 

Huntinoton, W.Va., Feb. 21.—The 
Ohio River is now higher than at any time 
sinco the disastrous flood of 1888. The 
wind u blowing a fearful gale, and the waves 
are from 10 to 20 feet high. There h&s 
been much damage to wharf boats and 
other floating properties. Nine small house 
boats sank yesterday and last night. The 
occupants in some cases barely escaped with 
their lives. 

Towns adjacent to Huntington not so 
highly located are suffering very much. 
Houses have been upset and carried away 
at Ccredo, involving a loss of hundreds of 
dollars. 

If the river continues to rise much longer 
Huntington will also be in danger. 


The Silver Problem. 

Nkw York, Feb. 21.—The World’s Wash-

before the Congress expires was advised 
yesterday at a secret conference held at the 
residence of Mr. Carlist, tho next Secretary 
of the Treasury. Representatives of both 
the free silver and the anti-silver factions 
were present and a free expression of views 
as to the possibility of passing a compro¬ 
mise bill was had. (

FIRE IN MONTREAL. 

The Trolley and Tilegmph Wlroa In th« 
Wny and Hourly Oaniod Death, 

Montreal, Fob. 21. —Montreal wu 
vioited by Another big fire yesterday 
which destroyed thousands of dollars worth 
of property and resulted in one of the fire 
men being seriously if not fatally injured. 

The tiro started in Richard Smarden’s 
boot and shoe factory in William-street. 

The factory oooupied a portion of a large 
brick block, whioh extended from William 
to St. Paul-atreeta. The flames spread 
from Hmardon’s factory to J. E. Mullin A 
Co.'s boot and shoe factory adjoining in St. 
Pani-street and the whole block was soon 
on fire. A high wind was blowing at the 
time and odier large factories and ware 
houses in the vicinity were threatened. 

The entire brigade was called out and all 
the efforts of the firemon concentrated on 
keeping tb^fire from spreading. Owing to 
the bitter coldness of the we? ther and the 
high wind it was an extremely difficult 
task. 

Tho fire was accompanied by a thrilling 
scene. While the fire was at its height and 
the smoke so dense that the firemen 
were unable to see to work, a voioe was 
heard from the upper or fifth story calling 
for help. At first it could not be ascer¬ 
tained who the percon was. As a gust of 
wind drifted the smoke away for an instant 
Capt. Provost of No. 4 station was seen at 
a comer window almost suffocated by 
smoke in a most dangerous position. 

The great crowd looking pn uttered a cry 
of horror, and there was a universal cry to 
rescue him. The Skinner ladder could not 
be worked in the lane, and another ladder 
could not be mado to reach Prevost. At¬ 
tempts were made to raise the Skinner 
from St. Paul-street, but the trolley and 
telephone wires were in the way, and it was 
some time before the Skinner was up. 

Then when the firemen mounted none of 
them had an ax, and they had to attempt 
to brouk the wiudow in with their hands. 
By this tune a smaller ladder was got up to 
Provost,and amidst the cheers of the crowd 
lie started to descend. Prevost lost his 
hold and fell to the ground, striking on bis 
back. 

The Notre Dame Hospital ambulance was 
summotted, and Prevost was removed, badly 
injured. The whole block was completely 
destroyed by fire, but the firemen succeeded 
in keeping the fire within these bounds.

THE COAL MONOPOLISTS 


ARE OVERTAKEN WITH DISASTER IN 
THEIR GREED. 


They Were Ronohlng Out fur the Forth 
•ud a Close Board Fenoe, nml They 
Fell Into the Clutches of Othes 
Wealth Abusers. 

Nkw York, Feb. 21.—The Philadelphia 
and Reading Railway is in the hand of re¬ 
ceivers. Its credit and its power in the 
financial world are gone and'the ownership 
of its panic-blown, widoly-scattersd stock is 
unknown. 

The rise and fall of one of the most ex¬ 
tensive and ambitious railroad combina¬ 
tions ever attempted aro embraced in the 
comparatively brief poriod of one year and 
a fortnight. It was just a ycily ago this 
month that the formation of the great 
Reading-Jersey Central-Lehigh Valley 
alliance was publicly announced. Rail¬ 
road men and Wall-street financiers 
wsre surprised and impressed by the mag¬ 
nitude of the combination. In mileage it 
was the largest railroad system in tho east, 
and its ownership of coal mines made it ap¬ 
parently ths arbitrator of the coal markets 
of the country. 

The hand of J. Pierpont Morgan was 
frankly disclosed in the new combination 
and tho prestige of his name added much 
to ths public confidence in the stability of 

ths scheme. 

Archibald McLeod was hailed ob ths 
■a viour of Reading and praised as the com¬ 
ing railroad magnate of tho world. His 
simple declaration of what ho intended to 
do was popularly accepted as the statement 
of a thing accomplished. 

Mr. McLeod has not been indolent in Ills 
high eslsts. His brief career, as president 
of the Reading system, has been marked by 
an uncommon exhibition of activity, energy 
and personal self-reliance. His administration 
forms a unique and theatrical chapter in the 
history of American railroads. The dissolu¬ 
tion of the Reading combination which cul¬ 
minated to-day w'as begun by the opposition 
ol the New Jersey authorities and courts to 
tbs formatiou of a coal trust. 

It was the New Kugland extension,which 
practically waa a declaration of war against 
the powerful New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad corporation, that caused 
ths successive uprising of obstacles over 
which Mr. McLeod has been stumbling 
for the past few months. By

ARSENIC DID IT. 

The Jury Agrees That Duchesne Died By 
Poisoning. 

Alexandria, Ont., Feb. 21.— The report 
reeeived from Dr. Ellis re the cause of death 
of tho late Cleoph&s Duchesne was read to 
1 ths jury by Coroner McMillan on Saturday 
evening. 

Ths report was that sufficient arsenic was 
found in the stomach to cause death. 

Several witnesses were futthor examined, 
but they threw no light on the subject. 

Messrs. E. H. Tiffnay and John A. Mac- 
Donnell appeared for the Crown and Mrs. 
Duchesne respectively, and made able ad* 
dresses to the jury. 

It was over three hours before the jurors 
came to an agreement. 

Meanwhile an eager crowd being around 
despite the fact that it was a cold night. 

The verdict was: "That ths said Cleo- 
phaa Duohesne came to his death from 
poisoning by arsenic, and while the jury 
cannot free themselves of ths extraordioary 
coinoidenoe of the purchasing of rough ou 
rats—a preparation of arsenic—on that 
Tuesday by Mrs. Duchesne, they cannot 
from the evidence directly charge her with 
the administration of the poison.” It is 
not known as yet if it is tne intention of 
the Crown to push investigation farther.

THE SEED SPROUTED. 

Baby Wiggins’ Queer F.ffort at Orange 
Culture. 

Philadelhhia, Feb. 21.— It is said 
Babies do many queer things, but little 
2-year-old Joseuh Wiggins of No. 2020 
Mountain-streeWieut the record the other 
day when he swallowod an orange seed anH 
at once proceeded to grow the sprout of a 
fino Florida orange tree in his throat. 
This was uncomfortable, of courao, and the 
experiment would have proved disastrous 
for baby Joseph but for tho kiudly inter¬ 
vention of doctors. 

It was on Monday that the little boy's 
mother gave him an orange after carefully 
preparing it for him. Unfortunately, how¬ 
ever, one seed remained iu tho pulp, and 
this seed became lodged in tno baby’s 
windpipe, almost instantly causing a slight 
difficulty iu breathing. 

Little attention was paid to the matter 
at first, but on Tuesday the child's breath¬ 
ing became more painful and was constantly 
aeoompanied by » slight choking. Drs. 
H. R. Wharton and J. P. Tunis were 
called in and informed by the mother that 
tb* trouble was caused by some of the 
orange pulp. The usual remedies wore ap¬ 
plied and some relief obtained, but on 
Wednesday night the condition of the cl ild 
became serious. 

After a careful examination the phyil- 
oians decided that the only means of saving 
the little sufferer’s life was to perform 
tracheotomy. On Thursday this was under¬ 
taken and a long incision was made in the 
neck, opening the windpipe. At the point 
where the latter joined the lungs a hard 
substance was detected deeply embedded 
in muoous. When removed it proved to be 
an extraordinarily large orange seed. Tho 
wound was closed up and dressed ud 
yesterday the boy was on the road t- re¬ 
covery. 

The seed was in a particularly dangerous 
position and would undoubtedly have caus¬ 
ed suffooation in a very short time. While 
lodged in the throat the heat had caused it 
to open at one end and to sprout slightly.

An Ancient Bible, ’J74 Year* Old. 

Seven generations in one family. One 
of the relies of the late 0. V. Benson. At 
thejpsidenoe of Portland Benson, in the 
township of Bophiasburgh, conntv of 
Prince Edward, may be seen an old relic in 
the shape of a Bible. It was printed in 
the Holland Dutch language at Amsterdam 
in the voars 1618-1619. It has been hand-

This book ia no small volume, it being 
14 inches lofng, 9 inches wide, and G inches 
thick. It has ornamental brass corners, 
some of which have worn off. There has 
also been brass olasptfi which have been 
broken. The board covers have been split, 
but J^vo beau fixed by recent generations 
with slats put across them, which have 
been nailed and clinohed. The leaves of 
the book have turned quite brown with 
age. The book contains an Index, the Old 
Testament, Apocrypha, Concordance and 
New Testament The chapters are num¬ 
bered by using the Roman numerals, the 
Dutch style of letters being used. The 
verses are numbered by English figures. 
There aro Beveral maps, most of them torn, 
and several leaves both in the front and 
back of the book are gone. There are no 
autographs Written by any of the former 
generations, or if there has been they have 
been torn out. On a whole it shows its 
antiquity. As for tbo book being in the 
Benson family for 7 generations, Matthew 
Benson, a U. E. Loyalist, came from the 
U.8. about the year 1783 and settled in 
Prinoe Edward Co. He was a Dutchman 
and could read this Bible, and he said he 
was the third generation of youngest sons 
that the book had been handed down to. 
which would mean that he was the fourth 
generation that had had this book. The 
book has probably come to America shortly 
after it was printed, for the Dutch portion 
of America was given to England in a 
treaty of peace between Englan^tnd Hol¬ 
land, 1G70, After this the Pfutch would 
not be so likely to come to America. It 
evidently stayed in the United States for a 
hundred yearB or more, and then came with 
Matthew Benson to Canada about the year 
1783. Matthew Benson’s youngest sor.H 
were twins, namely Richard and John 
Benson. The Bible after Matthew's death 
was disputed as to the owner, and some¬ 
times it was in one family and sometimes 
in the other. It was taken from John

Anderson and his friends promising to re¬ 
turn the plate to Mrs. Hill the next day, 
tho friends of Mrs. Hill promising on their 
part if this were done to try and persuade 
their friends to attend church again under 
Mr. Anderson’s ministrations, and thus 
amicably end the whole matter. For some 
reason or otbu* Mr. Anderson and his 
friends failed to return the plate tho next 
day to Mrs. Hill as agreed upon, but kept 
it until the next week, wbon it was return¬ 
ed, not to Mrs. Hill, but to tho Indian agent, 
who, however, promptly delivered it oyer 
to Mrs. Hill.
